.Muslim was captured and beheaded, and 
an army consisting of one thousand 
knight moved from Kufa towards Al- 
Hussain's caravan. 

1 his army forced Al-Hussain to set up his 
camp in a place called "Karbala" which 
mean the land of distress and disaster. 

if ew days later the army became at least 
thirty thousand led by a person called 
Omar Ibn Sa'ad, against Al-Hussain's 
army which consisted of around seventy 
warriors only. 

On the 10th of Muharram 61 (Hijri) Omar 
Ibn Sa'ad declared war on Al-Hussain and 
the battle of Karbala ended on the same 
day with all the seventy warriors killed 
including their leader Al-Hussain the grand 
son of prophet Mohammed. 

All the tents of Al-Hussain camp were 
burnt to ground. 

All the women and children of the prophet 
Mohammed's household were taken as 
prisoners of war to Yazid in Damascus. 

It is worth knowing that Yazid ruled the 
Islamic world for three years only. 

His main achievement of crimes during the 
three years were. 

lhe first year he killed Al-Hussain the 
grandson of Prophet Mohammed. 

lhe second year he invaded Al Madeena
